The distribution of gas in a community is unlike any other pub- 
lic service. The mains are under ground. There are no unsightly 
poles to mar the appearance of a thoroughfare. No heavy drays are | 
required to deliver the commodity to the consumer as is the case | 
with coal. Its distribution is as noiseless as the distribution of water, | 
and there is no wear and tear on the streets as a result of the laying | | 
ef mains.
